NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Judge Butler yesterdl»y gave decisions 


for the government in five civil suits 
against sureties on the bonds of Wilie, 
the Stai-ronte contractor. 


BepresenUtive 
George of Oregon 


yesterday introduced a joint resolution 
authorizing the Secretary of War to 
issue rations for the relief of the labor- 
ing classes in the district overflowed by 
the Mississippi river. 


Ex-Secretary Schurz arrived yester- 


day at Washington. It is understood 
that he is here to assist the Northern 
Pacific lobby in their efforts to qnsh 
the measures pending in Congress for 
the forfeiture of the lapsed grants. 


Clarence Hight, recently arrested at 


his home in Adair county, Kentucky, »n 
suspicion of being implicated in the 
Winston train robbery last Summer, 
pleaded gailty Wednesday and was sen- 
tenced to 25 years in the Penitentiary. 
He declined counsel and gave no infor- 
mation. 


The President and Cabinet have, so 


it is said, semi-omcially announced that 
they have decided in favor of the re- 
storation of Fitz-John Porter to the 
army. The only question in connec- 
tion with the case that is undecided is 
is to Porter's back pay. When in 
commission he held the rank of Col- 
onel of the regular army and Major- 
General of volunteers, The question 
now is whether his back pay as Major- 
General would accrue to him up to re- 
instatement, or whether it would term- 
>'aate in I860, when the other Major- 
Generals were mustered out of the serv- 
ce. 
"The New York Tribune says: Our 
Paris correspondent mentions the most 
conspicuous victims of the recent col- 
Lapse of religious banking.

orale amounted to $1,000,000; the Prince 
and Princebs da Broglie, whose losses 
exceed $3,400,000, and the unfortunate 
Duke o! 
Cumberland, blind 
King 


George's son (whose wife ir sister of 
Wales), the King of Greece and the 
Empress of Russia. These investments 
were made, whether by sovereigns, 
princes or pretenders, because the finan- 
cial enterprise had been blessed by 
Pius IX. and was seemingly endowed 
with religious bftnctity. They wanted 
to enrich convents and themselves as 
well. 


Reports from Memphis, Cairo, Cin- 


cinnati, Arkansas City and other points 
bhow that great damage has been done 
by the floods m the Ohio, Mississippi 
and Missouri valleys. At Helena, Ark., 
six children were drowned on Colonel 
Ellis' plantation while being con\eyed 
to a place of safety. Every plantation 
between Memphis and Freear's Point, 
Miss., is submerged, and the water ex- 
tends back from either shore for fifteen 
miles. The planters are enduring great 
hardships from the loss of mules, cattle, 
hogs and sheep by drowning. In nearly 
all the overflowed sections the stock, or 
what was savscl, are kept huddled to 
gether 
ou 
hastily-built 
platforms. 


Thousands of tmen are on guard along 
the levees between Memphis and Vicks- 
burg, on the Mississippi side, and the 
whole eastern snore of Arkansas, is 
either under water or threatened with 
inundation. The inhabitants of a vast 
area of country are in great distress. 
Many have been forced from their 
houses and are living as best they 
may on rafts, and some on knolls or 
parts of old levees. Arkansas City is 
completely submerged. 


COHINCi OCT. 


Wa har* before expressed th« opinion 


that whem the whole truth cam* to be 
kmown it would b« found that Mr. 
Elaine bad net done a foolish or wild 
hing in his proposed American confer- 
ence. We know nothing more about 
the facts than other newspaper readers, 
but we hare watched Mr. Elaine 'for 
gome years, and hare not known him to 
do a foolish thing daring his •whole 
career, and did not believe that he 
would begin now, when his intellectual 
'acuities are at their best. Tae New 
York World has been examining the 
subject and finds this bit of history in 
.he records of Congress: In 1876 it was 
made known to a few Congressmen that 
?«ru secretly desired a conference of 
he North and South American States 
'or the purpose of establishing a tribu- 
nal before which disputed questions 
could be heard and adjudicated, and to 
meet the suggestion of Peru Mr. Conk- 
in introduced in the Senate the folio v- 
ng preamble and resolution: 


WHIP.EIS, It is understood that an in- 


vitation has been received from the 


overnment of Peru requesting the 


Governments of North and South Amer- 
ca to unite in a conference for the 
amelioration and codification ol interna- 
.ional law; therefore, 


Resolved, That the President of the 


doited States be requested, if compati- 
)le with public interest, to accept this 
nvitation and to take suitable measures 
to have the conference "held in the Unit- 
ed States during the period of the forth- 
coming Centennial Exposition, and that 
ke President be requested to appoint 
ire delegates to the conference, to serve 
without compensation. 


The regret is now that we did not 


oin Peru in her efforts to establish a 
tribunal for the settlement of disputes 
jetween American States. Had this 
>e*n done, it is mere than profoale that 
rhe war between Peru and Chili, with 
all its terrible disasters, would not have 
occurred, and we sUould have so en- 
trenched ourselves in thefesteem of the 
South American States, as to have 
secured their trade and developed a 
large and profitable market for our man- 
ufactures. Mr. Elaine, of course kuew 
of this proposal of Peru, and thought 
this a good time to renew it, and it may 


the final verdict of the American 


people that he was right.

Circulars of Information, issued by the 
Bureau of Education: 


TEMPXJUTUBZ OF THE SCHOOL BOOK. 
The temperature of the school room 


should be kept at about sixty-eight or 
seventy degrees Fahrenheit, as indicated 
by the thermometer; it should not be 
regulated by the Hensitfvoneas of any in- 
dividual, such a test being by no means 
reliable for this purpose. The necessity 
/or the renewal of fresh air for ventilat- 
ing purposes must be determined by the 
season of the year, the size of. the room 
and the number of pupils present; when 
the doors and windows are thrown open 
for this purpose, the children should be 
required ;o leave their Beats and walk 
about in order to avoid any ill effects 
from draughts. 
Children should be 


protected, if possible, from exposure to 
currents of air after exercising; nor 
should they stand or sit while ''cooling 
off," but move about quietly, and re- 
sume any wraps that, may have been 
laid aside. The air of halls or lecture 
rooms, especially when illuminated or 
crowded, soon becomes much vitiated, 
and, by depriving the system of its nat- 
ural powers of resistance, favors the 
invasion of oolds. 


INSUFFICIENT CLOTHING. 


A large number of children present 


themselves at our public schools insuf- 
ficiently clad, or come during inclement 
weather chilled from exposure; they are 
often obliged to sit in wet clothing, es- 
pecially wet stockings and shoes. The 
parents of the poorer pupils will require 
their attendance at school under the 
the most unfavorable conditions, that 
they may be for a time relieved of their 
caie. To neglect the physical condition 
pf this class would seem no less a cul- 
pable oversight than a disregard of in- 
tellectual training. 


THE EXCESSIVELY CLAD. 


As regards another and entirely op- 


posite class to th,e above, a greatly in- 
creased sensibility ei-sues from the use 
of too much clothing and *he neglect of 
outdoor exercise; thus, children are often 
made exceedingly susceptible to. colds by 
the use of superabundant; wraps made of 
furs, which, in our climate, me at best 
suitable ouly for emej'geauies aiibuig m 
exceptionably cold ^veather. It is a 
well-known fact thut among the more 
wealthy the constant use of seal-skin 
sacks and all kinds of fur collars, boas, 
etc., 19 the cause of nnmanagable head 
colds; such colds, when nnieheved, m 
the mtaus of establishing more persist 
ent nasal catarrhs.
